Ir 1s satp that a log church once stood in a corner of this cemetery before a more suitable 
structure was erected in 1826. The locality was inhabited as early as 1799 being known 
then as Goshen according to the Diary of the Reverend Sneath. The present building 
dates from May 1559. Typically, the cemetery has old and new sections, the older one 
having been cleared of brambles not long before the stones were copied and checked by 
members of the Genealogical Society on October 2, 1976. The new section is active and 
well kept. The cemetery is located in the northeast corner of the intersection of county 
routes 528 and 571 in the western portion of Jackson Township. 

The inscriptions have been consolidated into family groups. An asterisk after a name 
indicates that the person and the relationship were given in an inscription, but no

gravestone was found for that person. Inscriptions “on same stone,” “in same plot,” etc., 
suggest a family relationship but none was stated on the stones or is assumed in the 
compiation,
